REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. ^ The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

With regards to the remarks filed on 16 April 2009, Applicant argues that the motivation to combine/modify the references of 
Hanss and Graham is not present. Examiner disagrees as the size of the orifice in the Hanss reference would be modified to 
within the claimed range depending on the blood sample used in the apparatus. In the response to arguments dated 22 
December 2008, Examiner states that the motivation for modifying the apparatus would change based on the size of the blood 
cells passing through the orifice that are used in the sampling process. Although using a larger orifice in conjunction with larger 
blood cells would still cause the Hanss apparatus to function in the same manner by measuring deformation of a larger set of 
cells, the newly modified apparatus would meet the structural limitations of the present claims by creating an orifice in the range 
of 10 to 1000 microns. As the Graham reference is relied upon to provide a teaching of using a different sized orifice than that of 
Hanss, the other limitations recited within its disclosure are not found to teach away from combination with Hanss.
